THE ARMOURED TRAIN IN 
WARFARE. |. 

Thr use of the armoured ‘train 
which ia, indeed, much more like o 
moving’ fort than anything elee—is 
at present nat im king its first appenr- 
anee in ‘netaal warfare, Never before, 
however, was it being more extensively 
used than at present and never belore 
has it, justified the large amount ex- 
pended upon it and of the hopes 
entertained ‘in it- tiicney as a power- 
ful wenpon, ‘The ‘great European 
conflict is a revord breaker in more 
than one respect. Railways have, of 
course, always played an important 
part in. modern warlare, bat until the 
present war-never had trains of cara 
participnted in actual battle. How 
important a role that ol the. arrtoured 
train has beeu in France and Belgium, 
and ‘to whut. a. high degree of 
perfection its constriction and equip- 
ment have been curried, are told by 
V. Forbin in an article contributed to 
| fa. Nature (Puris) Uereafter, we 
learn, the urmoured train and its crew 
are to play a purt in land warfare 
such aa hitherto has been given oitly 
to the battleship and its gallant men 
on sen. Such trains were. first nsed 
fifteen” or sixteen years ngo, during 
the Boer War, To re-estnblish com, 
munications by railroad betiveen the 
const towns and those of the Truns- 
vaal and the Orange Free State, the

It is uncertuiny Mr. Furbia tells ux, 
how many armoured traing have 
already been nscd on the Franco- 
Belgian frontier and on the coast of 
the North Sea. Bat dispatches to 
the: Home papers ‘have described the 
exploits of three trains, participating 
simultaneously in the same series of. 
actions in the triangle furmed by the 
cities of Ostend, Nieuport, and Dix-: 
mude, The most brilliant of these. 
foccurred, on October 23, to the north: 
of Nieuport,’ where Belginn troops 
had been contending sinea “morning; 
agninst forces that 
numbered them. The fight had lustedt 
abont three hours, und the brave

tiring, when two trains made their 
appearance in the rear. After an 
exchange of communications between 
the Belgian commander and. the 
officers in charge of the trains, the 
former hastened .his retiring move 
ment, and the Germans, caught in 
the trap, pursied hastily in compact 
maases., Suddenly the two trains 
rished forward nt full speed, 
hidden from the enemy by the 
sides of a cnt. Thus they took 
position, unobserved, - between ‘two 
columos massed on both sides of 
the line, and all at once, emerging 
from the cut, they poured fire and 
iron into the Germans, According (o 
eye-witnesses, it was an unheard-of, 
coloasal massacre. The machine guns 
mowed down the nenrest ranks, while 
the larger cannon spread death 
through the more distant troops, 
Surprised, the Germans fled. Rallied 
hy their officers, they tried to take 
the traing by assault. It-was in vain ;, 
piles of bodies were hedped up on 
each side of the track, and again the 
Germans took flight, re-forming be- 
lind theeandhills, where they awaited 
their artillery... One of the trains had 


left the track, but its crew, aided by}. 


the Belgian engineers, had time to 
plica it again on the raile When, 
after two hours, uhe German guns had 
been brought up, the.two trains made 
ncenrate fire impossible by moving to 
and fro on the tmek, . eeanwhile 
keeping up their ownj;attack. The 
German guns were finally silenced! 
rand the Teutonic hordes confessed 
defeat, Emphasis “should be placed 
on the international character of these 
armoured trains. They were built in 
France by Fren ch and Belgian work- 
inen; on plans furnished by British 
engineers. Their crews wero Belgian 
and British—the former having charge 
ut the lovomotion and of the mani- 
pulation of the machine guns. They 
had been chosen from the most skilful 
gunner’ The others were’ occupied 
more particularly in. working the 
cannon, and all these were truined 
gunners furnished by the British 
Navy. It is very satisfactory to learn 
that the British in this department, 
as in aircraft, have been aurprisingly 
well-equipped and are in the forefront 
of all the nations - engaged in ‘the 
tremendous conflict. ©”
